Tokio, Dee. 1~ Untimed.)=The
Japanese forces beleaguring Port Ar-
thur have captured, and are still hold-
ing 200-Meter hill.. This position has
been hotly contested, and has cost
theusands of lives, From it, if the Jap-
anese can hold it long enough to move
guns to tha fere, Port Arthur must
undoubtedly fall.

Bt Petersburg, Nov.  30.—-Oficlal
and private dispatohes roceived In thls
elty today from the various open teles
graph stations close to the scene of
recent fghting, indicate that the Jap~
anese forces are retiring from Sinmit-
in, where, for severnl days a Nanking
movement has been steadily, and It
seomn, successfully, opposed by the
Russlan rforces,

The reports state that the fighting,
which lasted for four diys, has cenned
after severe lowees on both wsides,
though the Russians are hotly pursu-
Ing the Japaness in thelr retreat. The
rate of march prevents the use of guns,
and the Jups are not losing many men,
and had no camp equippage, thelr
traln having led the van of the retreat
when It was apparent the flanking
movement was unsuccemful,

graphs that the Japanese have cap-
tured two forts In the storming opera-
tions at Port Arthur on November 20,

Mikado Addrosses Diet,

Toklo, Nov, 30, 11:80 p. m—The em-
peror formally oponed the second war
diet today, He rode through the crowd-
od aireets in o state conch escorted
by a troop of lancers, and accompanied
by the orown prince, hin staff, and some
memberas of the imperial household, to
the house of parliament, where both
houses waere assembled In the cham-
ber of repressntatives. The diplomatie
corps and many prominent government
officlaln were present.

The emperor ascended the dias from
which he read the following address:

“Wo hereby perform the ceremony of

oponing the Imperlal diet, and an-
nounce te the members of the house of
peors nnd house of Trepresentatives,
that, to our profound dellght, our rela-

tion with all the neutral powers I8 con-
tinually growing more amicable,

"We have directed our ministers of
state to Hubmit to you a scheme for
meeting the extraordinary expendi-
tuer necessitated by the war togather
with the budget for the @Kth year of
"Melfl," beslde other projects of law,

“That our expeditionary forces have
been victorlous In every battle has re.
poatedly shown fresh proaf of thelr
loyalty and bravery, so the progrema of
the wir has been constantly to cur ad-
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loyal devotion of our subjects to at-
taln our ultimate object, and we call
upon you to discharge your dutles in
harmonlous  co-operation, thereby
promoting our wish and end.”"

Land Fraud Fraud Trial Is

Drawing to Closc.
EVIDENCE OF A GIRL

Marie Ware's Attorney Is Impli-
cated by Testimony Used
Against McKinley.

JUDGE HAS NOT YET DECIDED

Celebrated Case to Secure the Con-
vietion of Alleged Defrauders of
the Government Will Boon Go
to the Jury.

Portland, Ore., Nov. §0.—Today was
the most Important in point of develop-
ments of any In the great land fraud

trial, now on before a jury In the fed-
eral court.

The earlier part of the testimony was
to prove that George A. Howe Is o
myth of the Invention of Horace G.
McKinley, who Is regarded by the
proseoution as the prime mover In the
swindles thiat have atiracted the at-
tention of the entire people of Oregon
and of the United States land depart-
ment,

Through MceKinley, the prosecution
socks to show the application of Howe
wae made falsely, and that Howe, as a
person Interested, does not exist. The
defense attempted to show that the
evidence of the prosecution to prove
the non-existence of Howe Is Incom-
petent, and the court took the matter
under advisement before passing on
the merits of the contention that may,
if sustained, save McKinley,

One of the strangest parts of the
¢hain of evidence that has been linked
together by the prosecution in the case
in that of one Miss Idn McCoy, a
stenographer for an abstract company,
who has testified that McKinley or-
dered the Howe abatract, and that de-
livery of It was made to him. When
the abstract came In, C. A. Hardy, who
Is attorney for Marle Ware, came In
and had the name of McKinley, which
was Indorsed as the party ordering the
abstract, chinged to Howe,

The detalled account of the earller
part of the work of the court for the
day la as follows:

The most Ineriminating testimony
yet adduced In the land fraud trials
was that given at noon today by R.
W. Montague, deputy county clerk of
Linn county, at the time proofs of the
George W. Howe lands were taken,
The testimony of this witneas direclly
connects Homee (. MeKinley with the
Howe lands and establishes the ¢lnim
of the government, announced several
days ago, that Howe ls but one of the
conspirators under another name.
Montague's story directly connécta
MeKinley with procuring fAnal proofs
on the seven clalma which were trans-
ferred to Howe by seven of the bogus
entrymen and details significant state-
ments alleged to have been made to the
witness by McoKinley with reference
to lands In 11-7.

The government this morning Intro-
duced an abstract of Litle to the Howe
lands, on which the name of McKinley
appears Lo have been erased and that
of Howe written in its place,

More testimony was Introduced to-
day to show that such a man a8 Howe

Chicago,Nov. 30.—Peter Nissen 18 be-
leved elther to be smothered or frozen
to death In his balloon “Fool Killer"
In whith he started on a trip across
Lake Michignn yesterday. The oplnion
that Nissen Is lost became general thia
afterncon when it was found, after 24
houra that, absolutely no word was
recelved from the inventor, who some
years ago shot the whirlpool rapids of
Ningnra in a barrel. He has not been
sighted by any veasel,

The possibility of Nissen's smoth-
ering I8 considered more probable since
it 18 learned that only a poor supply of
alr was pumped into the "Fool Killer”
before the craft was Iaunched, Nis-
sen's brothers, however, say the navi-
gator computed the alr and figured It
would last him a great number of
hours,

At the weather bureau It is sald that
even If Nissen reached the shore he
would suffer from the tense cold, ns
n snowstorm Is blowimg near the Michl-
gon #hore. and as e boat has no
meang of healing and permitting no alr
the navigator wobld suffer severely.

been without parallel fn the annals of
the clty. As s00n as It was seen that
the fire could not be controlled by the
chemlical apparatus and the small
hose on reels In the wards and corrl-
dors of the sanitarium, a stretcher line
was established and the helpless pa-
tlents started for the door.

The firemen made herculean efforts
to subdue the flumes which were pour-
ing from roofs and windows, and thelr
efforts and those of the attendants from
the offices of the institution resuited
in confining the fire to the Nfth story
of the huge structure, and the whole
thing was over within 45 minutes of
the first alarm,

The patients, most of whom had been
removed by the time the fire was ex-
tinguished, were returned to the rooms
undamaged by fire and water, except
n few who were removed to quarters
In the vieinity.

No one was serfously injured by the
fire, but the physiclans despair of the
recovery of a large number of patients
whose case was critical and whose
shock from fright and -exposure will
result fatally,

Her Heart on Right Side—Other Or-
gans Displaced,

Atlantle City, N, J., Nov, 20.—One of
the most Interesting cases ever brought
to the attention of medicul men in this
city 18 that of Amy Pine, 12 years old,
who Is dead at her home here. The
child had been a sufferer for years,
and, although she was treated by the
most able physiclans and #peclalists,
the nature of her allments was so pe-
cular that she obtalned no rellef, A
consultation of many of the local phy-
siclans was held a short time ago re-
gurding this ltile girl, and the state-
ment s made that the position of the
varlous organs of the body In this case
was contrary to nature and startling
to the medleal world.

The doctors declured that little
Amy's heart was on the right side, In~
stend of the left, and that one lung
wos In the stomach, while the position
of the Intestines where this lung rest.
] was changed to another part of her
body. WNot only this, the physiclans
declared, but the pesitios of other in-
ternnl organs was completély changed.
After the little girl dled physiclans
who had attended her requested that
they be permitted to hold an autopsy,

It Is thought Mr. Tlﬂy‘l_wm. as
comprised in the asslgnment, will cover
the shortage. He I8 in the furniture
business, and his stock, bullding and
reasfdence are sald to be worth about
$10,000. He has furniture contracts
amounting to about $6000. He recent-
Iy borrowed 32500 from the Lumber-
men's bank of Hogulam, but as his
note was Indorsed by Beardaley Bros,
of this ecity, the bank will lose nothing.
